Deadline Tuesday 


Vehicle 
registration 
in 
Hamlin is going somewhat 
normally, according to 
Louie 
Cunningham 
of McCollum- 
Cunningham Insurance Agen­ 
cy, who operates the local 
sub-station 
for the county. 
Only about half of tho ve­ 
hicles had been registered here 
with a week left before the 
deadline. 
Cunningham said his office 
would not he open Saturday 
and that motorists have only 
four days left to get their 
license plates. 
Motorists have until mid­ 
night next Tuesday (April ll 
to get their license plates and 
get them on their vehicles. 
There can be no extension of 
tho deadline since it is set, by 
law, according to a Texas 
Highway Department spokes­ 
man. 
What happens if a motorist 
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fails to get his license plates 
in time? He still must ob­ 
tain plates and at a 20 per 
rent Increase in fee as a late 
penalty. 
If he should drive 
his vehicle without the new 
license plates, he can be fined 
tip to $200 for operating with­ 
out current license plates. 
Motorists may obtain li­ 
cense plates at county tax 
offices 
and 
sub - stations 
throughout Texas. State law 
requires each owner to regis­ 
ter his vehicle in the county 
in which he resides and to pre­ 
sent his title as evidence of 
ownership. Besides 
the ve­ 
il icle title, motorists will need 
last year’s registration re­ 
ceipt, current 
address and 
correct ZIP code to obtain li­ 
cense plates. 
It is more important that 
the correct residence address 
Appear on 1969 registration 
records. Texas motor vehicle 
registration records are be­ 
ing computerized. This will 
result in 
greater registration 
convenience next year. 
In 1970, vehicle owners will 
be mailed a special pre- pre­ 
pared registration form, which 
eliminates most of the time­ 
consuming 
typing 
by 
the 
registration clerk. Motorists 
will need only to bring the 
form 
to 
the county tax of­ 
fice or registration station, 
ply the fee and have the* form 
validated with 
new numbers.

The Highway and Transportation 
Committee of the BCD m et the other 
day with a representative of Tex- 
Pack Express, Inc. and it was an­ 
nounced that Hamlin is now' being 
served with a daily delivery service 
by this firm. 
This is a small package, fast 
express service that has long been 
needed in the state. This is partic­ 
ularly true here in Hamlin since we 
no longer have bus service to han­ 
dle small packages. 
This service will be a boon to 
those who need parts out of Abilene 
o r Dallas. 
The express service is limited 
to packages weighing le ss than IOO 
pounds so that it does not conflict 
with freight I ines now in operation. 
At the present time the service 
is just about limited to incoming 
packages as the firm does not o p e r­ 
ate a local office and can not be 
reached locally for pickup service. 
It is anticipated that if the service 
grows and the demand becomes great 
enough then there may be a local 
agent here. 


We doubt that much would come 
of it, but we would like to see this 
same BCD committee look into the 
possibility of convincing the Okla­ 
homa Transportation Co. that o p e r­ 
ates the bus line between Abilene 
andWichita Falls to route their bus 
through Hamlin. 
W e a re not sure how busses are 
running daily between these 
two 
points, 
but it would benefit Hamlin 
greatly if just one north and one 
south bus would come through here. 
It would likely add 45 minutes 
to their run but between the p assen­ 
ger service and the e x p re ss service 
we would think that it w-ould prove 
profitable to the bus company. 
If you have e v er ridden a bus 
very far, you know that they run them 
off of a straight line much further 
than this would be. 
It is quite a handicap to a town 
the size of Hamlin to be without any 
public transportation and it would 
seem tous that some p re s su re could 
be brought to bear at the state level. 


We notice that the legislature is 
getting closer to passing a State Min­ 
imum Wage Law. 
We have mixed 
emotions about such a bill. While 
we a re sure that there are many 
cases where w orkers a re being un­ 
derpaid. we are afraid that more 
people will be hurt than helped by 
such a law. 
The state bill would bring the 
state minimum up to the level of the 
federal minimum wage in a couple 
of years. 
Since this would cover 
everybody, it would mean that ever\ 
store or place of business would be 
paying $ 1. 60 an hour as a minimum. 
Locally, 
we are afraid that a 
number of people would find them ­ 
selves without a job because some 
types of businesses can just not af­ 
ford this kind of a payroll cost. This 
is particularly true of p a rt time help. 
We suspect that this will just 
bring on m ore self-service of at 
least less service. Those who keep 
their jobs will of course be better 
off if they get a raise out of the 
m easure but for those who lose a 
job because of it will not be quite so 
pleased. 
As with the federal 
minimum 
wage, 
the state bill m akes no p ro ­ 
vision for training or for part-tim e 
help and does not take into consid­ 
eration local economic factors. 


With the local office closed on 
Saturday, m otorists have only three 
days left in which to purchase their 
car, tra ile r or truck tags. The tags 
must be on the vehicles bv Tuesday 
The last report we had from Louie 
Cunningham was that onlv about half 
of the c ars have been registered. 
There is just a little over two 
weeks left to have your c ar inspect­ 
ed as this deadline is April 15.

"They 
have special 
needs,” she added, "they neec 
encouragement 
often, 
need 
ample praise and great pa 
tience from adults. They neet 
some responsibilities, but only 
ones th a t won’t require de­ 
cisions.” 
“The 
seven-year-olds 
arc 
more sensitive to the feelings 
and attitudes of their peer- 
and adults than the six-year 


olds,” she continued. ‘They 
want adult approval.”

How to Make 
$20 Million 
In Jones County 


There are 14 gins in Jones County. 


By January I, 1969, those 14 gins had 
wrapped hagging and ties around 67,- 
279 bales of 1968 cotton, and had sepa­ 
rated from the lint about 22,500 tons 
of cottonseed. 


The cotton was sold for about $100 
per bale; the seed, for $50 per ton. To­ 
tal sales value — $7,852,900. 


But the farmer didn’t keep the mon­ 


e y — he spent it. Ginning costs alone 
averaged about $19 per bale, or $1,278,- 
000. And before that, the farmer had 
plowed and planted and cultivated the 
65,000 acres of land from which the 
seed cotton was harvested. He needed 
— and bought — equipment, seed, her­ 
bicide and labor. He needed insurance 
and financing, gasoline and tires, food 
and clothing and shelter. According to 
researchers at the University of Texas, 
over 90 cents of every dollar of sales 
value had been spent for direct inputs 
or cost of production before the crop 
was harvested. 


And, then the seed was processed •— 
gins sold to oil mills, and used the $5 to 
$7 margin per ton (another $140,000) 
to reduce the cost of ginning, and of 
course, to make a little profit. The cot­ 
ton was hauled, warehoused, and com­ 
pressed for shipment. Here again was a 
margin to cover labor and investment, 
and of course, to make a little profit. 


The $7.8 million became $8 million, 
and was spent, and spent again. Each 
dollar of new money 
was 
used 
2.5 


times before the cotton left Jones Coun­ 
ty. The $8 million soon grew to $20 
million, a tremendous sum of money. 


What would we do without it? How 
could we pay the taxes, and feed the 
poor, and hire the unemployed, and edu­ 
cate the young’uns?
